Tbe Late Lord Mayo. 

On the 17th nit. tho remains of the late 
Viceroy wore landed at Calcutta from lb* 
steamer Dophine, and conveyed to rVovorn- 
ruent House oa a gun carriage, the Calcutta 
Volunteers, to the number of about BOO, formr 
ing the escort and preceding the procession. 
The 7'i'ine.t corraspoudent eayH that the body 
was lollowed hy au immenso procession, with 
nearly the whole population of Calcutta look- 
ing on. "In parts of the route tho procosB- 
iou itemed to pasa through a aea of human 
beings. The line waB kept hy alternate 
Englisb and Nativo regiments, and a regi- 
ment ol Bengal cavalry accompanied the pro- 
cession. At Government House toe coffin 
was placed at tho loot of tbe grand stnircase, 
and the procession passed uncovered. The 
Bccne waa moat solemn and impressive." The 
remains laid in stato for two or three days, 
and were visited by a great number of per- 
sons, fla Wednesday a solerua fuscral ser- 
Tice waa held in from of Government House 
ovur tho remains of Lord Miyo, which were 
afterwards conveyed on board Her Majesty's 
ship Dapbine. At the Custom House, and tbe 
jetty a procession Bimilar to that of tho laud- 
ing on Saturday laat was formed, .bough 
somewhat restricted on account of lbs short 
diitance to be traversed. All classes of the 
inhabitants were represented, and tha volun- 
teers formed the escort. The troopa lined tbe 
roads. The; remains will be transferred at 
Haago to iho steamer Glasgow which will 
proceed to Bombay, where Lady Mayo will 
embark for England.
